Search For Fanatics 


SAN JUAN (J?>— Pushing its drive 
against political 
trouble 
makers, 
the Puerto Recall government to­ 
day sought the “ Big Four’’ of the 
island’s Communist party and two 
Nationalist leaders. 
Sweeping police raids over the 
weekend 
netted 
40 
Nationalist 
party leaders and six 
Commu­ 
nists. All were jailed as possible 
jubversives. The 
roundup 
was 
* launched after last Monday’s a t­ 
tack by Nationalists in the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 
The Reds were captured with­ 
out violence in a second round of 
arrests yesterday. This was in con­ 
trast to the gunfire and tear gas 
attack when Nationalist chief Pedro 
Albizu Campos and 
five 
of 
his 
aides were routed out of his ap art­ 
ment Saturday.

Santos 
Rivera, 
the party president, who reported­ 
ly had Moscow training; Juan Saez

Rico, and reportedly the Reds fur­ 
nished some of the arm* for the 
1950 Nationalist revolt in which 50 
persons were killed. 
Communist leaders

They 
also Issued a newspaper state­ 
ment last week disclaiming any

The extreme Nationalists 
have I 
gained little legislative support in 
Puerto Rico. The lower house rec­ 
ently rejected 42-14 a resolution 
calling for complete independence 
instead of the

wealth status. The Senate voted 
27-5 against a similar resolution. 
Albizu Campos, in a prison hos­ 
pital, was said

have recovered from the effects 
of the tear gas that was used in 
arresting the fiery 62-year-old rad­ 
ical Saturday. 
He still was claiming, however, 
that the United States is attacking 
him with cosmic rays. 
This has been a chronic com­ 
plaint. Because of such halluci­ 
nations, medical authorities de­ 
clared him mentally ill in 1951. 
In prison at the time for leading 
the 1950 revolt, he was transferred 
to a hospital. Later he was pard­ 
oned from 
his 54-year sentence 
because of his condition.

COLUMBUS (JO — No one dis­ 
putes the claim of J. E. Williams 
that he’s the biggest stam p collec­ 
tor in Ohio, and possibly in the 
country. 
Others collect more rare stamps, 
and more valuable ones. Williams 
specializes in the one with which 
S 
very Ohio resident is fam iliar— 
ie Ohio sales tax stam p. 
Williams is head of 
the 
sales 
tax division of the Ohio 
D epart­ 
ment of Taxation and has his head­ 
quarters in downtown 
Columbus. 
To that office come the millions 
of sales tax stamps religious and 
charitable 
organizations 
redeem 
yearly. 
Right now the stamps are com ­ 
ing in almost faster than Williams’ 
# p i f f can process them. He says 
m a t’s usual for this time of the 
year. 
Ohio vendors last 
year 
issued 
$184,110,463 in sales tax stam ps. Of 
this amount, 77 per cent or $142,- 
469.707 in canceled stam ps came 
back to the state. The tax office 
during the year paid out $4,274,091 
for stam p redemptions. 
During the last fiscal year the 
state sold 1.681,845,108 individual 
scamps, which put in one bundle 
would weigh 420 tons.

Navy Secretary High On List 
To Get No. 2 Defense Post 


WASHINGTON 4>>-The nam e of 
Secretary of the Navy Robert And­ 
erson rode high today in specula­ 
tion on the administration’s choice 
of a successor for Roger B. Ryes 
in the No. 2 defense job. 
The White House and Pentagon 
announced 
over 
the 
weekend 
Ryes will leave the deputy sec­ 
retaryship where he has served 
with Secretary of Defense Wilson 
since the outset of the Eisenhow­ 
er Administration. 
Ryes emphasized that his resig­ 
nation “ has absolutely nothing to 
do” with the recent clash between 
Secretary of the Army Robert T 
Stevens and Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis). 
Pentagon soorces indicated the 
decision on a new deputy secre­ 
tary already was made and that 
announcement of his identity could 
be expected shortly. 
Ryes and his former General 
Motors Corp. 
colleague, 
Wilson, 
both said the deputy secretary took 
the job with the understanding he 
would remain for only a year. The 
assumption here is that Ryes will 
return to some GM position.

WHILE ANDERSON’S name was 
mentioned prominently in guesses 
today, t actually wa* only one of 
several names of men, both in and 


out of government, considered pos­ 
sibilities. 
Those who talked of Anderson, 
a Texas businessman and rancher, 
figured it this way: 
Wilson reportedly wanted to turn 
to the service secretariat in pick­ 
ing a man for the second most 
important job in the huge mili­ 
tary establishment, rather than dis­ 
turb his “ team ” arrangem ent of 
assistant defense secretaries. 
In seniority and precedence, the 
Army secretary 
normally 
would 
rate first. 
But while the White House and 
Pentagon have backed Stevens in 
the stormy row with McCarthy, 
they may feel they could not pro­ 
mote him to the deputy defense 
secretary post without risking re­ 
percussions. 
Secretary of the Air Force H ar­ 
old Talbott has been praised high­ 
ly by Wilson for his reorganization 
of procurement programs and bus­ 
iness administration, 
but 
on 
at 
least one occasion a comment at­ 
tributed to him 
produced diplo­ 
matic ripples abroad. 
Anderson, on the other hand, is 
described as 
having 
the 
same 
management sagacity as the other 
two service secretaries, 
but 
has 
succeeded in steering clear of em ­ 
barrassm ents like those suffered 
by Stevens and Taibott.

On Lake Plan 


Ed 
Wallace, Pickaway County 
state representative, 
emphasized 
Monday that the latest proposal on 
the Memorial Lake project is a 
plan worked out by the Ohio State 
Wildlife Council, and not his “ own 
idea.” 
“ The new plan to clear the way 
for the lake project came from 
the wildlife council,” he said. “ It 
is not my own idea, and person­ 
ally I don’t know whether I like 
it or not. At any rate, I j u s t 
wanted to place it before the pub­ 
lic for the council, and then see 
what kind of reaction we get.” 
The state representative outlined 
the proposal to The Herald l a s t 
Saturday 
after 
conferring with 
wildlife officials in Columbus. 
Plans for a state-built lake and 
park area about three miles east 
of Circleville have been the center 
of 
controversy 
here 
for 
many 
years.

* 
• 
OUTSTANDING in the wildlife 
council’s proposal is the suggestion 
to reduce the area of the lake it­ 
self from a contemplated 161 acre* 
to about 50 acres. There would also 
be improvements to the dam and 
other reconstruction details to re­ 
duce the depth of the lake. 
Wallace pointed out that if the 
council’s plan is approved, w o r k 
could start on the project this Sum­ 
mer. Then, he estimated, it would 
probably^ be opened to the public 
sometime next year. 
“ But the next step will be de­ 
termined by the public's reaction.” 
Wallace said, “ and 
I ve 
already 
asked people to let me know’ how 
they like it. If any individual or 
group wants to see the wildlife peo­ 
ple or even the governor about it, 
I’ll be glad to arrange to get them 
that opportunity in Columbus.” 
Wallace said he has heard no se 
rious objections to the plan since it 
was first outlined Saturday.

McCarthy. He asserted: 
“ It was a very clever political 
talk designed to cloud the issues.” 
McCarthy said he wanted equal 
time on national radio and tele­ 
vision networks to reply.

Roosevelt, accused by his estrang­ 
ed wife of being a philanderer, has 
won the endorsement of the Cali­ 
fornia Democratic party as its can­ 
didate for Congress in the 26th Dis-, 
trict. 
Prior to the endorsement by the 
26th District Democratic Council, 
made by acclamation on the sec­ 
ond ballot, the 46 year old insur­ 
ance executive said in a speech 
that he decided to enter the race to 
“ obliterate” charges against him 
and "slurs against the ideals of my 
fathe»” , 
The eldest son of the late Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt made 
no specific reference to his wife’s 
sensational separate 
maintenance 
suit, but he did say 
last 
night: 
“ Personal questions are being used 
not only against me but against 
the Democratic party.” 
He added that the “ questions” 
left him two choices, either to re­ 
tire from public life, which he said 
would acknowledge 
“ evidence of 
guilt and lack of courage,” or “ to 
come before the people and get 
elected to Congress and make a 
record which forever would be an 
answer to any sm ears the opposi­ 
tion would m ake.” 
Eleven 
candidates 
originally 
were in the running for the party ’s 
backing. But Roosevelt s only ser­ 
ious competition came from J e r ry 
Pacht, son of a former Superior 
Court judge. Pacht trailed Roose­ 
velt by 12 votes on the first baUot 
and finally lost by 14 on the sec­ 
ond, when Roosevelt got 91, only 
one more than the 90 required for 
endorsement.

Arms Aid Hits 
$7.7 Billion 
WASHINGTON 
(JO — President 
Eisenhower told Congress today in 
a little more than four years the 
United States has given $7.7 billion 
worth of guns, ammunition and oth­ 
er military equipment to strength­ 
en free nations against the threats 
of Soviet power. 
The weapons supplied, he said, 
included 30,792 tanks and combat 
vehicles, 5.340 aircraft, 601 Navy 
vessels and 2 million small arms 
and machineguns. 
The figures he disclosed in the 
report on the mutual security pro­ 
gram covered the period from the 
beginning of military assistance in 
October 1949 through last Decem­ 
ber. He said almost 50 per cent of 
the total was shipped during 1953. 
The report pictured many na­ 
tions as regaining economic health 
and depending less on American 
assistance. 
But the President asserted “ as 
long as the harsh threat to world 
peace exists our country will con­ 
tinue to shoulder the heavy obliga­ 
tions of world leadership ”

Attacked more viciously t h a n 
any man in public position since Herbert 
Hoover was President, he has survived, 
not because the powerful men of the coun­ 
try or even his party favor him, but be­ 
cause the people support him. The phenom­ 
enon requires analysis. 
McCarthy is not a military hero; he is 
not a great orator; he has never assumed 
leadership either in legislation or admin-

CONTENTMENT 
LIFE ON A Pacific island and life in 
New York City were recently compared— 
to the disadvantage of the latter—by two 
anthropologists. Inhabitants of the island 
are at ease and happy, they found; resi­ 
dents of New York City tense and unhappy. 
Twenty-five years ago people on Manus 
Island in the Admiralties were quarrel­ 
some and greedy. They found out about law 
and justice in Australia. Missionaries from 
the West taught them brotherhood, a n d 
American soldiers in World War II gave 
them ideas about modern methods. 
The islanders, emerging from the equiv­ 
alent of the Stone Age a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago, are happy practicing their new 
knowledge. Of course, New Yorkers knew 
*more generations ago than these islanders 
do today. Once, it is said, they, too, prac­ 
ticed what they knew' and were happy. But ticulate patriotism 
all Americans, including New' Yorkers, 
have found life unexciting unless there is 
something new added almost daily. As a 
result, they are tense and pessimistic. 
The islanders accepted and a p p l i e d 


Nevertheless, few' Senators wrill deny that 
McCarthy can go into their states and af­ 
fect the vote on Election Day. McCarthy is 
not a demagogue, for he makes no prom­ 
ises to the people, sets forth no broad pro­ 
gram and asks for no votes. He actually 
risked defeat in Wisconsin, where he ran 
for office, by campaigning in states where 
he did not run for office. He defeated Sen­ 
ators Tydings in Maryland and Benton in 
Connecticut. 
Why then do the people follow McCar­ 
thy, so that he represents substantial pow- 
er in the Congress? The answer is that in 
the simplicity of his intellectual orienta­ 
tion, McCarthy mirrors not only what the 
people think but what they wTant. 
One can use such a term as American­ 
ism, but that is not quite it. It is Ameri­ 
canism of a kind—of a kind which those of 
us over 40 experienced and those under 40 
have only heard about. It is an expression 
on its negative side of a rejection of Marx­ 
ism; on its positive side it amounts to ar-

WHERE THE MONEY GOES 
APPROACHING the subject in a unique 
manner by terming it a game of giveaway, 
officials of the Oklahoma Farm Bureau 
came up with interesting statistics concern­ 
ing prices of food. Farmers r e c e i v e a 
smaller percentage of the food dollar today 
than at the end of World War . 
Of the housewife’s dollar the producer 
receives 44 cents today. In the year 1946 his 0f 
share was 52 cents. But in the meantime 
his costs have increased enormously. 
The Oklahoma Farm Bureau points out 
that if the farmer gave his crops away, 
food costs still would be high. If the farm­ 
er donated the wheat necessary to make a 
loaf of 17-cent store bread, the consumer 
would still pay 14.3 cents for it. Free cot­ 
ton made into a $3.50 shirt would reduce 
price of the garment 20 cents. A similar 
ratio pertains to practically everything pro­ 
duced by the farmer, according to the bu­ 
reau’s survey. 
But lest the consumer jump to the con­ 
clusion that the retailer or wholesaler is 
profiteering, the bureau finds that, on the 
contrary, increased prices in e v e r y in­ 
stance are attributable to increased labor 
and transpprtation (which is mostly labor) 
costs.

THE physician’s sense of smell, 
developed through years of ex­ 
perience, is one of his greatest 
diagnostic tools. Odors are often 
of great value to dofctors for diag­ 
nosing certain diseases. 
For exam ple, urine m ay have 
a special odor after certain sub­ 
stances are eaten. T here is a 
typical odor after a person has 
eaten asparagus. Many persons 
even consult a physician for th is 
odor. However, it is only due to 
th e foods th a t are consum ed. 
Urine w ith th e odor of am ­ 
m onia is often suggestive of a 
bladder infection, however. 
B reath’s Clues 
T he odor of one's breath can 
also be of diagnostic significance. 
If a person has kidney poison­ 
ing, th e breath usually takes on 
a characteristic odor. In persons 
suffering from diabetic coma, the 
b reath has a sweet acetone sm ell. 


Foul breath can be caused by 
gum Infection, stom ach difficulty, 
vitam in deficiency, cancer, dis­ 
eases of the teeth or m any other 
such conditions, 


Fever Odors 
Typhoid fever, yellow fever 
and even rheum atic fever are 
said to have th e ir distinctive 
odors. 
Therefore, one can see why a 
good sense of sm ell is so Im por­ 
ta n t to a physician. It is Just one 
more diagnostic help th a t the 
physician employs In solving the 
problem of diagnosing disease, 
so th a t he may th en apply the 
most useful treatm en t.

Decorators Use 
Light Accents 
For Dark Rooms

While visiting this winter, we’ve 
been doing a bit of snooping and 
note-taking, keeping an eye out for 
decorative trends. 
And 
from 
what 
we've 
seen, 
there s one trend which 
emerges 
strongly and that’s the room done 
in warm , dark colors. After all the 
pale buffs, pale greens, off whites 
and beige, there 
are handsome 
newly decorated rooms done in 
such colors as terra cotta red, 
dark sandalwood, chocolate brown, 
dark lilac, and deep, 
dark blue.
